They went to Babu 
Ram Din’s shop and asked for the services of a tailor, which were refused. The 
chaprésis went away, but returned in larger numbers and forcibly carried away 
tailors. One Putti, a tailor, had his arm broken in the scuffle that ensued. He 
instituted a prosecution against some chaprdsis under section 325 of the Indian Penal 
Code and the case was tried by Saiyid Ali Naki, Deputy Collector, who dismissed. 
it, ordering the accused to be discharged under section 253 of the Criminal Pro- 
cedure Code. The Hindustdnz gives the statements made by the complainant, 
Babu Ram Din, Munshi Sheo Dat Rae (Tuhsilddr), the Assistant Surgeon, Mr. 
Tiernan and others, and Saiyid Ali Naki’s judgment, and observes that evidently 
the Saiyid gave undue weight to the evidence of the Tahsilddr. Four or five eye- 
witnesses supported Putti’s statement, and according tothe Assistant Surgeon Putti 
attended the dispensary for treatment the same day on which he was hurt. But 
the Saiyid thinks that, as the man asked pardon of the Tahsildar with joined 
hands, his arm had no fracture at the time. Does the able Deputy Magistrate 
think that Putti himself hurt his arm at his house? The Tahsilddér was 
naturally desirous of saving the tahsil chaprdsis, as might be expected. It is no 
easy matter for a private man to obtain evidence against the tahsil officials. The 
evidence produced by the complainant was strong enough. If more proof were 
wanted, the Deputy Magistrate should have accepted his petition asking permis- 
sion to produce more witnesses. Apparently Saiyid Ali Naki was influenced by 
partiality and there has been a failure of justice in the case. It is to be hoped
